TWO WOMEN OF WEAK MIND.

Search, So Far Unavailing, for the 
Missing Women Who Feared They 
Were to Lose Their Money. 


Where are Mrs. Theresa Pearson and her 
Gaughter? 

They mysteriously disappeared from their 
boarding-place, No. 1235 North Grand ave- 
nue, last Saturday, and if the earth had 
opened and swallowed them they could not 
have been ridden from their friends more 
securely. 

8. J. Brittain, a brother-in-law of the miss- 
ing Mrs. Pearson, arrived here from Kansas 
City Tuesday to search for them. He ad- 
vertised in vain in all of the papers. Fear- 
ing the notoviety that would follow he neg- 
lected informing the police until the elev- 
enth hour.’ 

There is fear felt that the elder woman 
has done away with herself. Mrs. Pearson 
has for some time been slightly unbalanced 
mentally. She has considerable money, and 


for this reason her condition was reported to 
the Probate Court, it being claimed that she 
Was unable to attend to her own affairs. 
She learned of this and it grieved her. All 
night, at times, she paced the floor of her 
room, crying: 

“Oh, Lord, don’t let them take away my 
money.“ 

Saturday morning a deputy of the court 
appeared at the Grand avenue residence and 
served a summons upon Mrs. Pearson and 
daughter to appear before the Probate 
Court, She cried herself into hysterics 
over the matter, but later became calm and 
went to her room. When the supper hour 
came the maid of the house found her apart- 
ment deserted. 

All of her clothing, and that of her daugh- 
ter, even their hats, were in their usual 
Places. Sunday and Monday passed and 
It was 
supposed she was visiting friends and Mr. 
Brittain inserted the following advertise- 
ment in last Wednesday’s papers: 
WANTED—The address of Theresa Pearson and 

daughter is greatly desired. S. J. Brittsin, 
Hotel Barnum. 

There is something of a story in connec- 
tion with the missing women. Mrs. Pear- 
son’s dementia was of a religious turn at 
first. She has quite a fortune at her com- 
mand, left by her deceased husband, and 
after a time her delusions changed to mon- 
etary matters. She has been continually 
afraid she would lose all. Her daughter, 
a thin, weak woman of 30 years, has been 
subject to épileptic fits, and through this 
and a hypnotic influence possessed by her 
mother, she gradually became of weaker 
will when in conjunction with her mother. 

Mrs. Pearson observed all the fast days 
in the religious calendar and made her 
daughter observe many additional. When 
the mother wished her to carry out some 
wild idea she did so, despite the protests 
of Mrs. S. Moore, proprietress of the board- 
ing-house. For two months last winter 
both women refused to wear shoes. The re- 
sult was a sick bed for both. 

Miss Pearson for a time refused to par- 
take of any food, and, as Dr. Bauduy put 
it. was slowly starving to death. Mrs. 
Moore said she was afraid to disobey her 
mother. Lately the elder Mrs. Pearson 
has become unmanageable and Mrs. Moore 
set about notifying her relatives. They 
did not seem to take any interest in her, 
and so she notified the authorities. 

Francis L. and Henry L. Haydel, realty 
agents, handle a large portion of the de- 
mented woman's property. Mrs. Moore 
called upon them, and together they filed 
information of insanity, claiming that Mrs. 
Pearson was unable to attend to her af- 
fairs. 

This was in April. Mrs. Pearson was to 
have been given a.hearing Monday. Owing 
to her disappearance it was postponed. 

A nephew of Mrs. Pearson, John De Vall, 
is a priest at Collinsville, III. Her brother- 
in-law, Mr. Brittain, ts a dry goods dealer, 
formerly connected with Sonnenfeld & Co. 
of this city. He has been in business here 


for several years and enjoys an extensive 


acquaintance among business men. 

He had just completed another tour of 
the many friends of the demented woman 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter found him 
at the Barnum’s Hotel. 

“I have about given up hope of finding 
her.“ he said. 

“Tt more than worries me. I can’t im- 
agine where they could have gone without 
taking their clothes with them. I have 
hunted high and low among her friends. 
I have visited the Union Station, but learned 
nothing. The fact that the elder Mrs. 
Pearson was not of sound mind adds to the 
seriousness of the affair. 

“I will remain here until I get some tid- 
ings of them.” 

Mr. Brittain claimed to be ignorant of 
the proposed proceedings in the Probate 
Court. t the residence of Mrs. Moore the 
bearders were still gossiping about the 
mysterious disappearance. The house is a 
magnificent stone front structure elegantly 
furnished. Mrs. Moore said that she had 
known Mrs. Pearson for years. 

“J believe she is hiding n some Catholic 
convent,’ said she. Mrs. Pearson is men- 
tally a total wreck. In her crazy fits she 


would imagine she addressed her husband, 


who, in his time, was a well-known steam- 
boat captain, deceased thirty years. 
“She had a marked influence over her 
daughter, especially as to eating. She re- 
uested her daughter to stop eating until 
believe she was half starved and deranged 
mentally. Dr. Bauduy attended both ne 
quently. I told him I could not care forthem 
any longer on agcount of my guests in the 
house. e advised me to inform their rela- 
tives. I did and upon receiving no response 
complained to the Probate Court. I do not 
think the women did away with them- 
selves, but believ® they are hiding.“

DESPERATE MOTHER. 
Mrs. Nelson ‘Disappears in a Mood 
- Promising Self-Destruetion. 


The local Knights of the Maccabees have 
now an opportunity to aid a sister in dis- 
tress—if they can find her alive. 

She is a Mrs. Nelson, and her home is in 
Akron, O. She arrived in this city Tues- 
day. At the Episcopal Church Mission, 1531 
Washington avenue, where she applied for 
admission, she told a pathetic story. She 
was married.about two years ago and had a 
16-moaths old child. Her father did not 
take kindly to her husband and ordered her 
to get a divorce. She refused, and her re- 
fusal resulted in her leaving home. She 
started for New Mexico, but on the train 
near here her baby became ill. After buy- 
ing it medicine she had not enough money 
left to continue the trip. She tried to enter 
several houses here, but was denied admis- 
sion. ‘When she reached the Episcopal Mis- 
sion she was almost in hysterics. She re- 
mained there until Thursday evening. Then 
she grew moody and despondent. At 6 p. m. 
she left the home with her child, leaving 
her trunk behind. The Mother Superior 
fears he will attempt suicide.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 10.—An in- 
surance deal of local effect certainly, and 
possibly terminating the existence of one 


company alli over the United States, was 
announced yesterday. The American Fire 
Insurance Co. of New York has been rein- 
sured by the Phoenix of Brooklyn. The 
manager of the former company, H. M. 
Grant, stated that his telegraphic advices 
informed him definitely only so far as the 
business on this coast is concerned. 
Whether the Phoenix will take the business 
of the American all over the United States 
is not positively known here, but rumor 
says that such will prove to be the fact.

Tho 
Amer Fire Insurance Co., however, 
will still continue business without any in- 
terruption, and the interests of its agents 
be protected by a stipulation in the agree- 
ment with the Phoenix Co. that the latter 
shall not compete for the renewals, which 
are to belong solely to the American com- 
pany.

AN INSOLENT OFFER. 


If it be true that General Solicitor 
Blodgett of the Wabash, General Solic- 
itor Cochran of the Missouri Pacific and 
General Solicitor Spencer of the Burling- 
ton have made a proposition to. Gov. 
Stone to break the deadlock in the Lez- 
islature if he will send a message author- 
izing the passage of a general fellow- 
servant bill with insurance features, 
what does it mean? 

It means an admission by the railroads 
that they have the power to control legis- 
lation, It means that this one interest, 
created by the State, holds enough legis- 
lators at its beck and call to say what 
laws shall and what laws shall not be 
passed. It is able to dictate to the 
Legislature the terms of the legislation 
it shall adopt and to say to the Governor 
that he shall recommend certain meas- 
ures or his recommendation will be dis- 
regarded. The railroads offer to treat 
with the representatives of the people as 
a sovereign power whose consent to 
laws must be gained. The offer is the 
acme of insolence. 

The acceptance of the proposition, 
which involves a surrender of all for 
which the Governor and the friends of 
honest legislation have been fighting, 
would settle the fellow-servant question 
for the time being. But it would empha- 
size that other and larger issue which 
embraces the fellow-servant and every 
question of railroad legislation, “Shall 
the railroads or the people rule Mis- 
souri?“ 5 

Moreover, the offer of the railroad 
solicitors, as outlined to the committee 
last night, is the kind of compromise that 
the lion offered to the lamb. The right of 
sulng for damages which it would grant 
is closely hedged in, and the proviso add- 
ed to the first section would put into the 
hands of the railroad companies precisely 
the club they have long wanted with 
which to beat into submission the Labor 
organizations. It would be imbecile 
treachery to accept this offer. The Labor 
organizations should promptly make 
themselves heard on the subject.

The Lucas ship has never been given a 
practical test, but the invention seems 
good and if it proves so will overcome

It is highly 
probable that his plan or a modification 
of it will be accepted and put to profita- 
ble use.

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THE BURLINGTON ASSESSMENT. 


No attorneys have in the past been 
more persistent at Jefferson City than 
those of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy system in this State. Beginning 
with Judge Wilson of Iowa-and ending 
with Col. John H. Carroll of Missouri, 
who is a member of the Democratic State 
Central Committee, the lawyers of the 
Burlington have had more to do with 
legislation in Missouri than the voters 
would imagine.

Louis to the city of Keokuk, and affording 
the one outlet Yor the-system in this 
State. j 

According to the estimate made by the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners 
upon reports made to them by the rail- 
roads themselves, the St. Louls, Keokuk 
& Northwestern cost $73,026 a mile, or a 
total of $12,885,471 in this State. 

The State Board of Equalization last 


4 year had this same road under consid- 


eration, among others, and valued it for 
taxable purposes at $8,548 a mile, or about 
one-ninth of its actual value, 

Why should the St. Louis, Keokuk & 
Northwestern be assessed at only one- 
ninth of its actual value when farm land 
is assessed at one-third? | 

The State Constitution declares that 
values shall be comparatively equal. Is 
That an equality which gives to the Bur- 
lington system so small an assessment 
as compared with farm lands?

THE PRIVACY OF CORPORATIONS. 


Mr. Frank H. Cooper, a merchant 
prince of Chicago, is defying the State 
Senate of Illinois upon the ground that 
he wants to “settle the question as to how 
far the Legislature can investigate the 
private affairs of @ corporation.” 

This raises a question of great interest 
to the people. Corporations are creatures 
of the State. They enjoy peculiar priv- 
letzes and exemptions granted them by 
the State. They have never yet been held 
to be private or confidential, | 
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held by them—in view of

are also private copartnerships, and that 


the pees ple who gave them special priv- 
in the transaction of business have 


no right to know anything about that 


reports to the State concerning its condi- 
tion, and the inquiries are such as compel 
an intelligent insight into the business 
of the corporation. 

Maybe Mr. Cooper is able to show that 
the public institution in which he holds 
stock is a strictly private affair. If he 
does it will not be long before the people 
will find it convenient and necessary to 
wipe from their statute books all laws 
providing for the incorporation of pri- 
vate business companies and then insist 
that private business shall stand upon its 
own bottom and be responsible for all 
its liabilities. 

Is this what Mr. Cooper desires to ac- 
comiplish?

Through an error in the composing- 
room, the words or silver monometal- 
nem“ were unintentionally omitted from 
the money plank adopted by the Kansas 
City Convention last year, as reproduced 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. The plank 
as adopted is as follows: 

We therefore demand the free bimetallic 
coinage of both gold and silver, and the 
restoration of the bimetallic standard as 
it existed under our laws for over eighty 
years prior to the demonetigzation of the 
standard silver dollar in 1873, and should 
it become necessary in order to maintain 
the two metals in circulation to readjust 
the ratio, it should be determined whether 
gold has risen or silver has fallen, and 
whether there should be change of the gold 
dollar or the silver dollar, or of both, to 
the end that whatever ratio is adopted the 
rights of both creditor and debtor shall 
be preserved alike, having in view the de- 
mands of the people for an adequate cir- 
culating medium. We declare that we are 
not in favor of gold monometallism or sil- 
ver monometallism, but that both should 
be coined at such ratio as will maintain the 
two metals in circulation. 

No one can pretend that this “comes 
out squarely for free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1.” It is one of those 
compromise planks that can be inter- 
preted both ways, and as a matter of fact 
it was interpreted both ways as soon as 
adopted. 


Senator Cockrell does well to recall 
the words of Daniel Webster, the great- 
est of constitutional lawyers, on the 
standard of value in this country. Said 
Mr. Webster: 

I am clearly of opinion that gold and

The peculiar weather conditions shown = this 
morning’s Signal Service map—cold to the 
ing point in the West and summer heat in nie vi vi- 
cinity and the East—makes it 2 probable 
the breaking up of the long drought is at hand. 
Much cooler Weather is assured and there are 
liable to be severe storms develop and sweep 
through the Central Valleys. 

The Liverpool Corn Trade News says that the last 
reports from Russia which covered the period up 
to about the middle of April, show more favorable 
conditions than indicat by recent private ad- 
vices, and, taken as a whole, the conditions were 
fairly satisfactory. 

Latest mail advices from Europe are that in 
France conditions are satisfactory for the growing 
crop. In Italy better weather is repo with 
prospects promising. In Austro-Hungary the con- 
dition of winter wheat is said to be visibly im- 
proving. 

Oklahoma Weather Bureau reports crops doing 
well everywhere, owing to relief afforded by recent 
rains, but in central and western sections heavier 
rains are necessary to maintain the improvement. 
Much corn has been replanted, cotton planting is 
about finished, oats greatly improved and. fruit 
better than in any previous year. 

The average exports from the principal shipping 
countries to Europe for the thirty-eight weeks end- 
ing April 20 have been 160,000 bu less per week than 
for the corresponding time last year. 

San Francisco Journal ef Commerce says reports 
concerning the condition of growing crops are mpst 
satisfactory. If nothing unusual happens the three 
coast States are expected to raise between 55,000,- 
000 and 65,000,000 bu wheat. 

The Paris Messenger of Commerce says that the 
prospects of the growing wheat crop are so 
favorable that but for the reduced area the out- 
turn would 3 heavy. 

Seme of the private reports from Germany in- 
dicate that a — percentage of the new crop 
is greatly damag and in some parts 50 per cent 
will be replowed 

Of 600,000 bu wheat recetved at Liverpool this 
week only 20 per cent was from this country.
